Railroad relative to providing a borrow site to the railroad to be used to stabilize the railroad bed in Homer
Township. Seconded by Buchanan. Unanimous aye vote. Carried.

Andersen moved to recommend the City Council approve a Resolution relating to a project under the
Municipal Industrial Development Act giving preliminary approval, subject to a public hearing, for the City
of Jamestown to issue University Facilities Revenue Bonds not to exceed $2,000,000.00 on behalf of the
University of Jamestown, for the purpose of financing the acquisition of a building located at 4190 26"
Avenue South, Fargo, North Dakota, for the University’s physical therapy program. Seconded by Buchanan.
Unanimous aye vote. Carried.

Andersen moved to recommend the City Council approve the application from David and Cheryl Remillong
for a Class C on/off sale alcoholic beverage license for DCR Investments, dba The Office Bar & Lounge for
the license period beginning July 1, 2015. Seconded by Kourajian. Unanimous aye vote. Carried.
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
